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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a video signal processor apparatus/method 
for detecting and analyzing a visual and/or audio pattern reflecting the semantics of the 
content of a supplied video signal. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely 
distinct features " detecting, according to the feature and similarity measurement 
criterion, two of the segments, whose mutual time gap is within a predetermined 
temporal threshold and mutual dissimilarity is less than a predetermined dissimilarity 
threshold, and grouping the segments into a scene consisting of a seguence of 
temporally consecutive segments reflecting the semantics of the signal content ". The 
closest prior art, Hong et al (EP 0 555 028 A2), Nagasaka et al (US 6,587,637 B2), and 
Foote et al (US 6,774,917 B1) disclose conventional scene change detecting, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious,
